BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (BellSouthl) and SouthEast Telephone, Inc.
(CBouthEastl) have moved for extensions of time in this proceeding. BellSouthls
responses to data requests were due on November 10, 2003. BellSouth asks for an
extension to November 21, 2003. SouthEast(s prefiled testimony was due November
